Five Shire horses as well as a num¬ 
ber of sheep and swine and, perhaps, 
a few cattle, are to be imported for 
breeding purposes into Canada from 
Great Britain by the Dominion De¬ 
partment of Agriculture this year. 
The horses are being donated to the 
government by the Shire Horse. 
Society of Great Britain. The Direc¬ 
tor of Experimental Farms and the 
Dominion Animal Husbandman have 
sallied for England to assist in making 
the selections of the horses at the 
London Horse Show to be held on the 
22nd and 23rd of February. It is in¬ 
timated that these horses will form 
the nucleus of a large stud of Shires 
to be maintained at one of the western 
Experimental Stations. The hogs to 
be imported will include Yorkshire, 
Tam worth and Berkshire boars of 
bacon type. 

While overseas, occasion will be 
taken by Mr. Archibald, the Director 
of the Experimental Farms System, to 
visit Denmark and make an investiga¬ 
tion of the bacon swine industry, more 
particularly with regarcT to breeding 
and feeding methods employed in that 
country.

YOUR TURKEYS 


In our issue of December 25th, in 
an editorial, we suggested the feasi¬ 
bility and practibility of conditioning 
turkeys for the earlier markets so 
that the higher prices, then usually 
prevailing, could be obtained, and also 
suggested the possibility of reaching 
this early market in the larger cities 
of the United States, where the high¬ 
est prices are paid at this season. The 
wisdom of the suggestion was brought 
directly home to us on last Saturday 
when in Blackie where distribution 
was then being made of the money 
received for the sale of their two cars 
of birds shipped from that point at 
their last community killing. The 
price at that time to be paid, on the 
first car was to be 38 cents and on the 
selond car 32 cents, but the final set¬ 
tlement and amount paid was 2814 c 
net to the sellers. This was some¬ 
what of a disappointment but was oc¬ 
casioned by a flooding of the eastern 
markets with turkeys at the time 
these Blackie shipments were deliver¬ 
ed to their destination with a resul¬ 
tant sudden drop in Trices and a con¬ 
sequent delay in settlement with con- 
sierable wrangling and correspondence 
which led almost to litigation. Jt was 
finally decided to settle the transac¬ 
tion on a basis of 2814 cents per lb. 
which even at this price is a better 
value than had been heretofore re¬ 
ceived, or paid this season in these 
parts. The disappointment was, 
naturally, there however, and has 
strongly suggested the necessity in 
the future of earlier conditioning and 
marketing of the birds. In a talk with 
Mr. Bowlus, of the Blackie Co-Opera¬ 
tive Co., who had charge of the nego¬ 
tiations in this last sale, he strongly 
advises the necessity of general co¬ 
operative action of all the turkey 
raisers in this southern country, with 
a central selling head and to whom all 
growers could look for the best and 
most profitable distribution for their 
turkeys as regards time and

The idea that the Canadian banks 
are owned by millionaires is quickly 
dispelled in any analysis of the lists of 
shareholdess. Not only do these lists 
indicate that there are many thou¬ 
sands of small shareholders through¬ 
out the country but that many of 
these are^tarmers and a rather re¬ 
markably largfes^roportion are women; 
estates too are repcegented by large 
holdings. 

In the case of one bank with 1723 
shareholders, 478 are farmers, 481 
are women and 41 are trustees. An¬ 
other with 60,000 shares outstanding 
has 2,040 shareholders; of this num¬ 
ber 813 are women, holding 14,181 
shares, 277 estates own 1,337 shares 
and 61 farmers hold 1,008 shares. 

In the case of the bank of Hamil¬ 
ton, the 60,000 shares are held by 1947 
shareholders. Of these 904 are women, 
102 are farmers and 200 are trustees 
and executors. 

The total number of shareholders of 
the Bank of Nova Scotia is 3,667 and 
the average number held by each is 
25. Of the 3,667 shareholders 2,841 
own 25 shares or less and there are 
2,061 holders of 10 shares and under. 
An analysis of the vocations of the 
shareholders has not been made, but 
the statement is made on authority 
that a large number are farmers.— 
Financial Post.

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FARM HELP FOR WEST 


PRESBYTERY REPORT 


The problem of farm help which, I 
year alter year, in connection with 
the cultivation and harvesting of 
W estern Canada’s increasing crops, is 
a matter of such vital importance to 
the farmers, is to be aided by a new 
plan now proposed by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, which has completed 
arrangements to utilize its widespread | 
organization to provide such help from 
a number of overseas countries. 

briefly this plan is to invite farm¬ 
ers, through placing In their hands 
“Application for U«jlp” forms, to set 
for.li their requirements as to class 
and nationality of help required, when 
desired, class of work desired for, 1 
wages offered and other similar, ne -1 
cessary details. These forms are now 
m tlie hands of all company station 
ugonts and may be had on request. 

The governments of Great Britain, 
Belgium, Holland, Denmark/Norway 
and Switzerland have expressed them¬ 
selves as desirous of settling part of 
their surplus populations in Canada, 
and, realizing that this move is to 
their own and their nationals best in¬ 
terests, have indicated their readiness 
to aid their migration. 

Branch offices of the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic already penetrate these countries, 
where experienced and practical men 
who have farmed in, and are familiar 
with Western Canadian farming con- 
! ditions w ill deal directly with the 
many applicants they are now in touch 
with. They are in a position to judge 
of the suitability of the prospective 
helper—moral, mental and physical 
qualifications-—and with a knowledge 
of the larmer's wants before them, 
bring the help to the farmer at the 
proper time and with a clear under¬ 
standing of the obligations and re¬ 
quirements of each. 

Tlie farmer, therefore, will be able 
to secure competent hired help—male 
and female—from any of these coun¬ 
tries, the idea being that in the major¬ 
ity of cases rQst farmers will prefer 
to hire one of their own countrymen; 
nor will the furmer be involved in the 
slightest putlay towards his prospec¬ 
tive helper’s travelling exenses, the 
help being delivered to him at his 
nearest, railway station on or about 
the date -required. 

The benefits of this new project are 
calculated to ‘be of a two-fold char¬ 
acter, furnishing the agriculturists of 
Western Canada with the kind and 
nationality of farm help required and 
giving entrance to the Dominion of a 
numkrr-urf-dmmigrants of the highest 
Type and most valuable qualities. 

In the wish to induce movements of 
desirable people in Canada and to pro¬ 
vide work for them the moment they 
arrive, this scheme should develop an 
immigration which is of particular 
value as being carefully selected and 
directed. Further, it will be carried 
on without expense to the Dominion, 
while Canada will have the assurance 
of the settlement of these people 
where it needs them most. 

In other words, the tide will assi- 
. milate as it arrives with the prospect 
that, with a certain amount of ex¬ 
perience as hired help on Western 
Canadian farms, these people will 
eventually take farms for themselves 
and in a short time be added to-dHan- 
ada’s producing agriculturists.

It is estimated that in tire province 
of Saskatchewan in the year 1922, tlie 
rye crop was third highest in point of 
acreage and in total value ol crop. 
Rye is only exceeded by wheat and 
oats in these respects. 

Both spring ami fall rye are exten¬ 
sively grown. In districts where win¬ 
ter rye can be depended on it is un¬ 
doubtedly tlie best sort to grow, but 
in tile open plains sections ol the 
northern. part ol tlie province there 
are many districts where the fall rye 
too frequently winter kills. In such 
districts it is more profftable to grow 
tlie spring rye. The average yields of 
spring rye at Scott lor the past lour 
years amount to 30 bushels per acre, 
whereas the returns from the be.-d 
yields ol fall rye during this period 
average only* Hi bushels per acre. 

Spring rye lias given heavier yields 
than barley at mis station. During a 
nine-year period the Ottawa Select 
No. 12 variety of spring rye gave on 
an average 100 lbs. per acre per year 
more than O.A.^i ; No. 21 barley. This 
is where both crops were grown on 
suimnerlailow. The yield per acre 
from the barley was 27 bushels and 
27 pounds. There appear to be quite 
extensive areas in the northern dis¬ 
tricts where barley has not thriven 
well. While the earlier varieties 
mature in a short season, the barley is 
naturally a warm climate plant; while 
the rye on the contrary is a cold clim¬ 
ate ciop. The rye is fairly drought 
resistant and. grows well on light 
soils. The young ' plant has four 
primary roots, instead of three as in 
other grains, the culm is longer, nar¬ 
row er, and tqugher than tlie barley, 
l'his may account in some measure tor 
its hardiness it has the reputation of 
standing more heat; more cold; and 
being more drought resistant than any 
other crop. The seed germinates in 
less timer than most kinds of grain 
and grow's rapidly during tlie early 
part of the summer, even though cool 
weather prevails. 

Because ol this rapid growth early 
in the season the rye is frequently 
used for lray; it makes hay earlier in 
the season than any other Crop.' It 
does not stool as much as othei 
grains, consequently, for hay or pas¬ 
ture upwards of 1% bushels should be 
used. The pjants are not leafy and 
are rather iibrous, but the rye pro¬ 
duces a large quantity of rather bulky 
hay. If cut fairly early it will often 
produce a second cutting in the one 
year. When left for grain the crop 
grows taller than other cereals and 
consequently in the driest seasons it 
can be easily harvested. In order to 
avoid shattering and consequent 
volunteering the next year, the rye 
should be cut before it quite fully 
ripens.

These 
ponies were all raised in Alberta, by 
thoroughbred sires, thoroughly train¬ 
ed, and were shipped to Virginia for 
polo playing. The purchaser remarked 
that they were the best lot he had ever 
seen raised on^ny one farm. 

E. B. Doten, of Gleichen district, 
east of Calgary, is one of Alberta’s 
successful corh growers. Last year, 
he reports having, grown 90 acres of 
corn, harvesting more than 1,000 
bushels of perfectly matured seed. 
This gave him feed for his hogs and 
other stock, leaving him a surplus for 
sale as seed.

SAVING CINDERS IN GERMANY 


I-ocomotive cinders are now being 
treated at special plants in German 
railroad centers. .The part still utiliz- 
able as fuel is separated from the 
slag, the f.rmer being made into bri¬ 
quettes and the latter used for the 
manufacture of brick. A writer in 
The Scientific American (New York) 
reminds us that Germany, once the 
leading country of continental Europe 
in coal lands, is now compelled to 
economize her coal to the utmost. For 
sonic time past the several railroad 
administrations have been at work on 
projects for treating cinders in this 
way. Quite recently a plant has been 
put in operation at Eidelstedt, a su¬ 
burb of Hamburg, and there are plans 
on foot to establish fully a dozen such 
plants at other railroad centers, 
where new values will be created out 
of waste fuel from the heating sys¬ 
tem of railroad locomotives.

Water will be available in the 
spring on two of the irrigation pro¬ 
jects in southern Alberta, namely the 
Lethbridge Northern and the United, 
according to the annual report of the 
irrigation council of the province. 
Considerable work is now being done 
towards colonizing the surplus lands 
in these districts. A total of 40,000 
acres of land has been listed at prices 
ranging from $15 to $50 an acre. The 
council has a mailing list of 8,000 in 
its colonization work, and have al¬ 
ready received more than 400 en¬ 
quiries for land. Twenty prospective 
settlers have been shown over the 
projects. 

During the present term there are 
1283 students registered at the Al¬ 
berta University, according to the 
annual report of that institution. Of 
these 336 are first year students, 265 
second-year students, 208 in the third 
year and 104 in the fourth year, with 
68 graduates.
